New York, Dec. 7— A new cam paign to capture German 
East 
Africa, G erm any’s last rem aining colony has been placed in con­ 
trol of Gen. Botha, premier of British South Africa and conquerer 
of German Southw est Africa. 
Gen. Botha may not personally take 
command of the expedition, but he will direct its strategy. 
The 
ostensible reason for the South Africans engaging by themselves in 
this difficult undertaking is the danger arising from the arming 
of the natives by the Germans and 
the preaching 
among 
the 
blacks of a holy war against the Christians. 
Thi3 however is not 
the true reason. 
The expedition in reality owes 
t origin to frequent criticism 
of the British governm ent withi-. 
he United Kingdom for not 
having persisted in their early im perial r orations against German 
East Africa. 
The Germans have bec 
able to retain their east 
coast colony because- of num erous ii;; 
oes which have over tak­ 
en British expeditions in both north and south areas. 
There are 
scarcely 5,000 Germans in the entire 384,000 square miles of ter­ 
ritory. 
The Teutons however have organized respectable fighting 
units of native blacks since the outbreak of the war and have- in­ 
flicted defeats upon the small British 
battalions tfiat 
have tried 
in haphazard fashion to obtain posse ssion of the im mense area of 
the colony. 
Gen. Botha, w ho wanted to lead a South African detachment 
into the British trenches in France at the conclusion of his bril­ 
liant achievem ent in German Southw est 
Africa apparently 
was 
informed he could be of more use to imperial government by cap­ 
turing East Africa from the Germ ans. 
Apparently a serious 
movement under a brilliant strategist is to begin to drive Hie Ger­ 
mans from their last colony.
